For us, we’d like to pick 
this great feast, to express appreciation to 
the Ford Foundation for the magnificent 
gift which it made to privately conducted 
colleges, universities and hospitals. The 


~ total gift was $500,000,000 — the largest 


single gift ever made in the history of the 
world by a private foundation. — 

The nice thing about the gifts, as the 
Wall Street Journal pointed out, is that they 
are made to “the private colleges and vol- 
untary hospitals and research centers rath- 
er than to public institutions.” 

One hundred-forty-seven Catholic col- 
leges shared in the gifts to an estimated 
$37,839,000. Catholic hospitals shared gen- 


erously in the $200,000,000 granted to some 


3,500 voluntary non-profit hospitals. 

The grants to the colleges and univers- 
ities are to be put on an endowment basis 
for ten years, with the incomes to be used 
to increase teachers’ salaries. After ten 
years, the principal’ and income may be 
used for whatever purpose the schools wish. 

Grants for the hospitals are outright 
gifts to be used by them “to improve their 
services.” 

The largest amount announced for a 
Catholic institution goes to the University 
of Notre Dame. It is $2,630,300. Among 
other large gifts are $1,646,500 to Fordham 
University, New York; $1,166,300 to Mar- 
quette University, Milwaukee; $1,087,500 
to St. Louis University, St. Louis; $866,400 
to Holy Cross College, Worcester,~ Mass.; 
$857,500 to Boston College, Boston; $845,- 
000 to the Catholic University of America, 
Washington, D.C.; $724,300 to the Univers-

Tue NATIVITY by Gerard David, 
(Flemish: 1460-1523—Despite the lowly set- 
ting of the Birth of Christ, there is a feel- 
ing of great nobility depicted in this mas- 
terpiece. In a true Flemish manner, the 
artist has managed an effect of restrained, 
quiet reverence and interior joy. The an- 
gels who appear in the upper right of the 
painting have a majestic bearing about 
them. They do not thrash about in wild 
exhuberance but instead pay a dignified 
homage to the newborn King. Even the 
lowly stable is not really a stable but is 
rather the ruins of an old castle. The heads 
of the animals and the eyes of all the im- 
portant figures are directed toward the in- 
fant thus drawing the spectators attention 
to the smallest but most important aspect 
of the painting. 

Through the wall opening we notice 
the shepherds are beginning to ar- 
rive.

mals have all recognized the Birth of Christ. 

It is truly a Holy Night. Jt is that quiet 
moment that the Holy Family shares with

The rest of this column is a quote from 
an article on “the most interesting high school 
in the country,” by Wilton H. Banyard, Boys 
Town ’27: 

“Crowning the crest of a hill overlooking 
gently rolling farm land just a few miles west 
of Omaha, Nebraska, is Father Flanagan’s 
Boys’ Home, known throughout the world as 
Boys Town. A home and school for homeless, 
neglected and under-privileged boys; regard- 
less of the race, color or creed, it is a monu- 
ment to a gentle Irish priest, the late’ Rt. Rev, 
Msgr: Edward J. Flanagan. 

“Since the untimely death of Father Fla- 
nagan on May 15, 1948, Boys Town has been 
under the direction of the Rt. Rev. Msgr, 
Nicholas H. Wegner, another great priest and a 
fitting successor to Father Flanagan. Although 
Father Wegner was an outstanding baseball 
pitcher—one who was offered major league 


contracts by' the scouts of two different clubs. 


-—he chose instead the self-sacrificing life of a 
priest. 

‘Perhaps the outstanding ambassadors of 
good will representing Boys Town are those 
lads who make up the football team. That 
brings us to the primary purpose of this story, 
focusing the attention of our readers on one 
of the finest athletic teams in the country. 

“The Boys Town gridders have met. high 
school teams from Spokane to Miami, and 
from Los Angeles to. our nation’s Capital, 
Washington, D.C., dating from the first. inter- 
sectional clash ‘against Black Fox Military 
Academy: of Los Angeles on November 26, 
1938, to a tilt with Aquinas Institute of Roch- 
ester, New York, on Thanksgiving Day, No- 
vember 24, 1955. Known as the Cowboys, the 
boys who wear the royal blue and white of 
Boys Town have won 44, lost 23 and tied two 
in interséctional clashes. 

“Maurice H. ‘Skip’ Palrang, now in his 
13th year as athletic director and head foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball coach at. Boys 
Town, is one of the outstanding prep coaches 
of the nation. His football teams have estab- 
lished the remarkable record of winning 94, 
losing 28 and tieing four games. His basket- 
ball teams at Boys Town have won 185 games,

ing Psalm 129.: the “De 
Profundis.” in our familv 


prayers during Advent this 


year, and we plan to say it 
during the “twelve days of 
Christmas” up to the Feast 
of Epiphany. During Ad- 
vent we included it in the 
evening ceremony of light- 
ing the candles on the Ad- 
vent Wreath and saying the 
Sunday’s prayer; and dur- 
ing the Octave of Christ- 
mas we shall pray it. in 
front of the little Crib we 
set up in the living room. 
We used to think of this 
Psalm only as a prayer for 
the Holy Souls, but a priest 
happened to tell us that it 
is also used particularly in 
the Office during the Oc- 


tave of Christmas. So we. 


began to study it as a 
Christmas Psalm. 

“Out of the depths I cry 
ta Vou! () Lord... .: the 
image of depths, of over- 
whelming waves, as ex- 
pressing sorrows, troubles, 
trials of every kind is cer- 
tainly natural to our think- 
ing. We feel “deep” sor- 


row, “deep”. affliction. : 
' Shakespeare talks about “a 


sea of troubles’; and we all 
have felt “drowned” at one 
time or another, whether in 
little trials or great afflic- 
tions. 

It is certainly -wise to 
show our children, as occa- 
sion demands, that the feel- 
ing of being overwhelmed 
with difficulties is nothing 
unusual for fallen human 
nature, and to teach them 
what a Christian should do 
when he thus feels himself 
in the depths. “I cry to 
You, O Lord’—no deep 
waters 
trouble can truly drown us 
if we do this-—and it is one 
of the most valuable les- 
sons any child or grown-up 
can learn, 

“If You, O Lord, were 
mindful of our sins...” We 
realize that we are weak 
and sinful, but we trust in 
the Lord’s merciful’ “for- 
getfulness” of our wrong- 
doing, in His not holding it 
against us, so to say. He is 
forgiveness itself and there-

fore, even though we are 
sinners, we hope in Him, we 
trust in His word, in His 
promise to come and re- 
deem us, 


“My soul looks to the 
Lord...” the Latin word 
in the New Psalter is ex-. 
pectat, that is, to watch for, 
look to, expect. A recent 
French translation brings 
out particularly the idea of 
perfect trust contained in 
the original Hebrew word: 
“My soul counts on the 
Lord ...’. more. than 
watchmen count on the 
coming of dawn, And not 
only each of us as individ- 
uals, but the whole Church, 
which is the new Israel, the 
new People of God, is look- 
ing to the Lord, counting on 
Him to come in his mercy 
and to redeem us abune- 
dantly from all our sins. 


What. has this to do with 
Christmas? On .the first 
Christmas, the Lord began 
to fulfill the great Promises 
of redemption which He 
had made to His People in 


the Old Testament. . He 


came in our human nature 
to begin His work of rais- 
ing us up to share His di- 
vine nature, 

During Advent the 
Church rehearses us espe- 
cially .in the attitude of 
eager and intent expecta- 
tion of this future Coming 
of Christ, this Coming 
which will finally fulfill all 
true human desires and 
hopes and longings. And in 
Christmas Mass, we are 
given at once the memorial 
of what He did for us in the 
past, the grace He gives us 
in the present, and a pledge 
and foretaste of what He 
will do for His people in the 
future when “God will be 
all in all.” 


It is easy, then, to see 
how Psalm 129 can be both 
an Advent and Christmas 
prayer, expressing the 
sense of our misery, the 
confident hope in God’s for- 
giveness and in His prom- 
ise to come and save us 
which is the special spirit 
of Advent and the special 
joy of Christmas-time.

MAGIrS GOLD 


Much more elaborate is the plotting of 
Father C. C. Martindale’s The -Castle and 
the Ring (Kenedy. $3.75), a novel which 
purports to trace the history of a portion. of 
the gold which the Magi brought to the 
Christ Child. 

Its progress down through the centuries 
is fancifully depicted—from saint to saint, 
through crisis after crisis, until in the nine- 
teenth century it begins to touch the lives 
of two young Englishmen. It goes to Com- 
munist Russia and then, at the close, back 
to Jerusalem. 

This journey in time and space serves to 
bring the whole Christian era to date into 
focus, to demonstrate the constancy of de- 
cisive factors, the ultimate impotence of 
evil, the unchanging‘ presence and efficacy 
of grace. Entertaining enough, and inter- 
mittently dramatic, the book is primarily 
remarkable and memorable as spiritual

-The first is Twenty Tales of Irish Saints 
by Alice Curtayne ($2.75). As one would 
expect, Patrick is here, and so are Brigid 
(the*only woman in the lot), and Colum- 
cille, and Colman. Their stories are quite 
familiar. Far less well known are Adamnan, 
Benignus, Modomnoc, Baithin (pronounced 
Baw-heen), and Thadeus MacCarthy (pro- 
nounced Thadeus McCarthy). That they 
are worth knowing, Miss Curtayne demon- 
strates magnificently. 

In each instance she makes a point which 
children, even rather little ones, cannot 
miss. But this she does without lecturing. 
With no appearance of art, she works art- 
fully, and: artistically, always within the 
tricky specifications of apt writing for 
youngsters. The narrative is absorbing, the 
character-drawing deft, the humor just 
right for children—never silly, never heavy, 

This small (too small!) book is a triumph, 
sure to be read to tatters. And Johannes 
Troy’s delightful drawings sauce it to per- 
fection. 

The other title is The Wolf by Mary 
Harris ($2.25). It tells of three children 
snowbound in the country with their in- 
valid grandmother. First their normal life 
is displayed, then the beginnings of serious 
trouble, its climax, its resolution. 

These people, young and old, are mar- 
velously real, not the cardboard figures of 
so much fiction for small fry. Rose, Martina, 
and Johnnie come to life, are distinctive, 
speak and act consistently. Their predica- 
ment is bitingly real, too, and its issue 


credible and uplifting, though not in the 
_Jeast in a preachy sort of way.

Dvuriwe Advent tbe Church 
has held before our eyes the stern 
figure of John the Baptist, clad in a 
garment of camel’s hair and a leath- 
ern girdle. The Precursor of our 
Lord, John was preaching in the 
desert of Judea, saying, ‘““Repent, for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 


That austere preacher of penance 
had been spoken of by Isaias the 
prophet, when he said, “The voice of 
one crying in the desert, ‘Make ready 
the way of the Lord, make straight 
his paths. Every valley shall be 
filled, and every mountain and hiyl 
shall be brought low, And the 
crooked shall be made straight, and 


the rough ways smooth; and all man- - 


kind shall see the salvation of God.’ ” 


The stern, austere figure of the 
Baptist preaching repentance sym- 
bolizes the penitential spirit of Ad- 
vent which seeks to prepare us for 
the great feast of Christmas. On that 
long-awaited day we commemorate 
the birth of the Incarnate God, Jesus 
Christ. the Savior of the world, and 
the note of penitence gives way to 
that of joy and gladness. 


The long promised Messias, for 
whom the ages had been yearning, 
has come. All the prophecies of the 
Old Testament found their glorious 
fulfillment in the birth of the divine 
Babe in the stable of Bethlehem. It 
was an event which shook the world 
and split history in halves, so that all 
events were henceforth designated 
fefore Christ or After Christ. 


Here is how the event took place. 
Caesar Augustus, emperor of im- 
perial Rome, decreed that a census 
was to be taken. All were required to 
register according to their house and 
family and place of origin. Accord- 
ingly Joseph went from Nazareth in 
Galilee to Bethlehem-in Judea, the 
town of David, because he was of the 
house and family of David. Joseph 
took with him Mary, his espoused 
wife, who was with child. 


“And it came to pass while the 
were there,” relates Luke, “that the 
days for her to be delivered were ful- 
filled. And she brought forth her 
firstborn son, and wrapped him in 
swaddling clothes, and laid him in a 
manper, because there was no room 
for them in the Inn.” 

For four days Joseph and Mary 
had journeyed across the eighty- 
eight miles of countryside, swept by 
the cold and bitter winds of winter. 
When at last they trudged into 
Bethlehem, a little town on the edge 
of the desert of Judea, they found it 
spilling over with travelers who 
crowded into all the available lodg- 
ings. Its one large inn or caravansary, 
known for centuries as’ the “hospice 
of Chamaam,” was completely occu- 
pied, 


This was the only place at which 
Joseph applied for shelter. Why 
didn’t he knock at the doors.of some 
of the private homes, where he un- 
doubtedly could have secured lodg- 
ing? Because such a room, shared as 
was the custom by the other mem- 
bers of the family, would have pro- 
vided none of the privacy which was 
desperately needed because of Mary’s 
delicate condition. 


They found it in a cave, used for 
the shelter of cattle, on the outskirts 
of the town. Such caves are quite 
common in the limestone country of 
Judea, where country people not in- 
frequently find a night’s lodging for 
their cattle and even for themselves, 


Already partially occupied by ani- 
mals, it was dark, filthy and reeking 
with dung. Joseph prepared a corner 
of it and made a bed of clean straw 
upon which Mary might rest. From 
his knapsack he took their provisions

and other necessities and arranged 
them on a manger. Such was their 
abode until the babe was born. ‘ 


The reasons for the selection of 
such a humble place for the greatest 
event in the world’s history were 
twofold: the comparative poverty_of 
Joseph who had not funds enough to 
compete with so many travelers for 
a single room at the inn, even if one 
had been available, and the modesty 
of Mary who wished to bring forth 
her son in reverent privacy. 

When Jesus was born, Mary 
“wrapped him in swaddling clothes 
and laid him in a manger.” In these 
words Luke, who had been a phy- 
sician, tells us in a delicate manner 


two things: the birth. took place 
. without the customary assistance of. 


midwife or other persons and with- 
out the usual labor and pains of 
parturition. St. Jerome _ explicitly 
affirms the former and. Christian tra- 
dition has always affirmed the latter, 

“No midwife was there,” says St. 
Jerome, “no women attendants lent 
their aid; she herself wrapped the 
child in swaddling clothes; she her- 
self was both mother and midwife.” 
The travail which overtakes all the 
daughters of Eve at such a time did 
not touch His virgin mother. 


Thus came into the world the di- 
vine babe who was heralded by the 
angel Gabriel as the heir ta. “the 
throne of David his father,” the king 
who was to rule over the house of 
Jacob forever, and of whose “king- 
dom there shall be-no end.” But how 
different were the circumstances of 
His coming from those anticipated by 
Israel. 


He came not into a royal palace 
but into a lowly cave. His throne was 
a manger, His crown a bit of straw, 
His canopy the dusty cobwebs hang- 
ing from the rafters. Instead of clouds 
of fragrant incense rising from gold- 
en thuribles there was merely the

place of the princely courtiers and 
the mighty men and women of the 
earth there stood a homeless and im- 
poverished couple armed only with 
innocence. 


Ever and anon over the past nine- 
teen centuries the gaze of an amazed 
and stupefied world has turned to 
that scene of ‘surpassing wonder- 
ment, mystery and awe. Here is para- 
dox piled upon paradox. A divine 
Being strips Himself of the shining 
glory of the Godhead to clothe Him- 
self in the tattered garments of frail 
humanity. 

The God who brought the universe 
into being and fashioned the planets 
and fixed their orbits in the’ vast 
reaches of immeasurable space comes

The major outbreak occurred in 
Argentina. Before dictator Juan 
D. Peron was finally overthrown 
in September, the Church there 
suffered heavily. Both priests and 
lay leader’: were arrested. Anti- 
Catholic laws were passed which 
legalized divorce and prostitution 
and banned religious instruction 
from the schools. A bishop was 
exiled 

Although Peron’s downfall end- 
ed official persecution, the Argen-| 
tine Hierarchy found it necessary} 
to warn against the dangers that 
still ‘thredten religion in their 
country. In a joint pastoral letter 
issued in November they said that 
the major threat came.from the 
de-Christianization of large mass- 
e. of the people, which was the 
result of the Peron regime’s polli- 
cies.

Outside Shanghai, other centers 
of stepped-up persecution. were 
Canton, Hankow and Hanyang, as 
well as the provinces of Jeohl, 
Fukien, Shantung and Chekiang. 
In the latter province Red of- 
ficials offered bribes in an un- 
successful attempt to get Cath- 
olics to join the so-called “inde- 
pendent chureh.”

IN POLAND, on the other hand, | 
the churches are filled by large) 
crowds of the faithful despite. the 
unrelenting hostility of the Com- 
munist government to Catholicism. 
In that country the Reds, fearful 
of persecuting the Church openly, 
have tried to attack it from with- 
in by aiding “progressive cath- 
olics” who advocate working with | 
the Communist regime. The lead- 
er of the “progressive: catholics” is 
Beslaw Piasecki, author of a book 
urging cooperation -with the Reds 
that was condemned during ¢ the 
year by the Holy See. 

East German Reds concentrated 
their efforts on the young during 
1955. They tried to win teen-age 
boys and girls away from religion 


aiso aimed special propaganda at 
children between the ages of six 
and 14. 

Early in the year an intensi-
